' be sent to the conference (if one is held) to 
‘ watch out for American interests in the Near 
East and to indié¢ate America’s position on 
subjects of peculiar American concern. These 
interests include the protection of non-Moslem 
interests, religious and political minorities, 


protection of religious, educational and philan- 
threpic institutions, freedom of opportunity 
for ¢ommercial enterprise, indemnity for losses 
suffered by Americans in Turkey as a result 
of arbitrary and illegal acts, assurances. touch- 
ing the freedom of the straits, and reasonable 
oppprtunity, for archeological research and 
study. - 

The question of perhaps greatest. interest 
to the United States is the preservation of the 
capitulations, for in these rights bestowed on 
foreigners in Turkey the United States shares 
équally uith other nations, and with those 

r nations will be found earnestly opposing any 
attempt on the part of the Ottoman Empire 
to revoke them. As most of us know, the 
x > ¢apitulations are arrangements between the 
Christian powers and Turkey by which the 

latter agrees that the former shall exercise 

civil and criminal jurisdiction that Turkey 
would naturally possess over the subjects of 
such Christian powers resident in the Ottoman 
Empire. oot “ye 

But many of us have an idea that these 
capitulations were concessions wrested from 
the Turks by force majeure, when as a mat- 
ter of fact these ex-territorial rights were 
not only freely accorded, but it was the orig- 
inal wish of the Turks that the Christian pow- 

r A ers exercise such jurisdiction. The statement

The Kemalist govern- 
ment insists that they are in derogation of 
the sovereignty and independence of the Ot 
toman empire, and it is reported that thé 
Turks are supported itn hivsiew by the Bol- 
shevik dictatorate of Moscow, which is always 
ready to stir up trouble, while Italy is dis- 
posed to favor the pretension, or was before 


But that England will accede to this view, or 
that France will go such a length and sacri- 
fice rights which she possesses by virtue of 
ancient treaties is unbelievable. Certainly the 
American government would not consent to 
Bubmit its nationals to a system of justice 
which declares that murder is no crime in 
the eyes of Islam when the slayer is aMoslem 
and his victim is a Christian or a Jew—to a 
system which in Turkey is purely religious 
and the judges of which derive their mainten- 
ance from church lands.

If the Commission errs in its judgment as to 
what the rates should be, and the rate of re- 
turn is less than 5% per cent, or if a business 
depression, strikes or other fortuituous cir- 
cumstances cause losses in railroad revenues 
and incomes, the railroads are without remedy.

HELD IN JALL 
AY MARTINEZ 
FOR FORGEHY 


Wililam M. Pierson, 24, formerly of 
San Francisto, who is in the county 
jal charged with forgery in connec- 
tion with alleged check manipulations 
entailing a sum of $1,500, has made a 
confession, according to District At- 
torney A. B. Tinning. 

(Pierson was ‘formerly connected 
with Edwin Brown & Son of San 
Francisco, an insurance firm, as an 
insurance agent, the authorities state. 

Barly in September the Calwood 
Manufacturing Company of San Diego 
suffered a fire loss and held, insur- 
ance amounting .to $1,500 with the 
Globe Rutger Company of New York, 
represented by the Edwin Brown 
firm. . 

A draft was sent by the New York 
office for $1,500 to the Edwin Brown 
company in San Francisco to be 


forwarded to the San Diego firm, ac- |’ 


cording to District Attorney Tinning, 
who states that when the $1,500 draft 
was received in San Francisco 
instead of forwarding it to 'the south- 
erm company, Pierson is alleged to 
have retained it. 


Following that it is charged that | 


he opened an account with the Bank 
of Martinez in the name of the Cal- 
wood Manufacturing Company and 
deposited the draft, the authorities 
claiming thatthe mames of H. H. 
Hanson and W. M. Munson, officers 
of the Calwood Company, were forg- 
ed to the draft. This occurred early 
in September. : 

‘After the $1,500 had been deposited 
with the local bank, two checks 
were drawn on ‘the account, it ‘is al- 
leged, in favor of the Oakland Realty 
& Investment Company, and accord- 
ing to the officers Pierson consti- 
tuted the company. The two checks 
were cashed through the Oakland 
‘Branch of the Bank of Italy, each be- 
ing for $750 and totaling up the en- 
tire $1,500. 

When ‘the draft which was forward- 
ed by the Now York office of the 
Globe Rutger Company failed to 
reach the Calwood Manufacturing 
Company in San Diego, an investiga- 
tion was started by.the Burns Detec- 
tive Agency with the result that; 
Pierson was arrested oh ‘the pth ant
